This Is to advise of Bureau policy and procedures 
to follow when receiving information relative to threats 
against the life of Martin Luther King, Jr. In all 
instances, the Atlanta Office should be expeditiously advised 
so that the information can in turn be given to the Atlanta, 
Georgia, Police Department which covers King’s permanent 
residence. This applies even though the threat indicates 
some action will be carried out in an area other than Atlanta. 
In addition, if the locale where the threat is to be carried 
out Is known, the field office covering the locale should be 
expeditiously advised so that the information can be promptly 
furnished to local authorities. 



The Bureau should be expeditiously advised of all 
threats and the Information included in a letterhead memorandum 
suitable for dissemination. If the Initial communication 
(such as a teletype or radiogram) does not include a 
letterhead memorandum, it should close with a statement that a 
letterhead memorandum follows. The initial communication 
should also advise as to what action the submitting office has 
taken and what, if any, further action it intends to take as 
well as action which is being requested of any other receiving 
offices. 


Relative to advice to the Secret Service, you should 
be guided by the instructions contained in SAC Letter 65-IO (G), 
3/9/65, "Agreement Between the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
and the Secret Service concerning Presidential Protection." Note 
particularly the applicability of Appendix B to the Agreement 
concerning the types of individuals to be referred to the Secret 
Service. Many of the individuals who make threats against King 
will fall Into category number five of Appendix B. __

On August 3, 1976, Special Agent 0. Richard 
Hamilton was interviewed in the Atlanta, Georgia, Office 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) by four 
attorneys from the U.S. Department of Justice. SA 
Hamilton was interviewed regarding the above-captioned 
matter inasmuch as the case had been assigned to him at 
one time. 


The attorneys asked Hamilton at what point in the 
investigation the case was assigned to him. Hamilton 
advised he did not recall the date the case was assigned 
NJ to him; however, it was after James Earl Ray had been 
^^identified and apprehended. They inquired of Hamilton as 
5 /Cto how he could insure that all appropriate leads were 
£ q covered and investigated regarding the assassination of 
-j^King. Hamilton explained to the attorneys that this

investigation was handled as a "Special” in Atlanta, that 
separate indices were maintained containing the names of 
all pertinent individuals and organizations which came to 
the attention of the Atlanta Office in connection with 
that investigation. He explained the use of lead cards 
which were maintained in duplicate, that a master lead card 
was retained with a copy attached to a particular serial 
containing a specific lead and this was assigned to a 
Special Agent to cover the lead set out in the serial. 

He advised the coverage of that lead by the agent to whom 
it was assigned was reflected through a written memorandum 
or other appropriate communication with reference made 
therein to the serial containing the lead. Hamilton 
advised the agent covering the lead then indicated the

lead had been covered on his copy of the lead card. 

Hamilton explained that various agents were responsible 
for conducting neighborhood investigations, contacting 
or maintaining liaison with local police, and to con¬ 
ducting other pertinent phases of the investigation. 

He explained the captioned case was the priority inves¬ 
tigation in the Atlanta Office at that time and that 
almost every agent was assigned to working on some phase 
of the investigation. 

The attorneys inquired as to how the FBI developed 
information that Ray, then known as Eric Starvo Galt, was 
residing in a rooming house on 14th Street. Hamilton noted 
that this investigation occurred more than eight years ago, 
that he has not since reviewed the file and although he was 
not exactly sure, according to his best recollection the 
investigation reflected an individual in the apartment area 
where Ray parked a Mustang automobile saw Ray park it and 
get in a taxicab. According to Hamilton* s best recollection, 
the ensuing investigation by the FBI through taxicab com¬ 
panies reflected Ray was taken to the 14th Street address. 
Hamilton assured them this may not be the way it occurred 
but these were the facts as he recalled them. One of the 
attorneys indicated that Information is not reflected in 
the file. 


The attorneys asked Hamilton what the FBI did 
with the Mustang which was used by Ray. Hamilton advised 
them the FBI in Atlanta turned the Mustang over to Memphis, 
Tennessee, Police officers, who returned it to Memphis. 

The attorneys asked whether the Memphis Police drove it 
back or took it in a van, to which Hamilton replied they 
drove it to Memphis. The attorneys raised a question that 
since it was not used in the trial of Ray, why the car was 
turned over to the Memphis Police. Hamilton replied that 
Ray was tried by the State of Tennessee, and that they 
requested the Mustang be released to them in the event it 
should be used as evidence, and this was done. 

The attorneys asked Hamilton if it ever became a 

? roblem in his mind or a question to the FBI as to how Ray 
ived from day to day since he was an escaped prisoner.

Hamilton advised he did not know how Ray lived or his source 
of income; however, pointed out that Ray has an extensive 
arrest and conviction record for robbery^ burglary, and 
other crimes and that many fugitives finance their living 
through armed robberies and burglaries. One of the 
attorneys asked if Rav committed numerous robberies, 
would he not get caught, and then the attorney asked what 
the solution rate usually is regarding the offense of 
robbery. Hamilton advised him he understands the Atlanta 
Police Department has about a 50 percent solution rate on 
robberies and a lesser percent on burglaries and that this 
was probably about in line with the solution rate for 
these crimes in most cities. Hamilton also pointed out 
that Ray had resided in various other areas of the country 
while in his escaped status and that he was not personally 
aware of investigation conducted by other field offices 
regarding Ray's source of income. 

In response to Hamilton* s inquiry of them as to 
what they felt would be Ray’s source of income, they 
replied that it was possible that Ray had been paid by 
someone to kill King in which case there would be a con¬ 
spiracy, which would present a problem for the FBI. Hamilton 
advised them that investigation by the FBI in Atlanta was 
always alert for evidence of a conspiracy, that no such 
evidence was developed during the investigation in Atlanta, 
and that if such evidence had been developed, it would have 
been thoroughly investigated. 

The interview was concluded at that point. The 
interview lasted from approximately 12:00 noon to approxi¬ 
mately 12:20 PM on August 3, 1976.

In order to readily identify the material we furnished 
to the SSC concerning King, including the peripheral documents, 
we will be using as a working base the copies maintained by the 
SENSTUDY 75 Project. We will thus be able to bypass the very 
time-consuming step of locating the originals of these documents 
in our files. The Department is in agreement with our intention 
to follow this procedure. 

In connection with Executive Order 11652, we generally 
follow the practice when making current dissemination (such as 
under the FOI - PA and other types of dissemination) of making 
a "classification review'* of every document. This involves 
locating the original documents in our files and making a 
paragraph-by-paragraph assessment as to classification and 
then adding the appropriate markings to the documents in file. 
However, in order to expedite the processing of the voluminous 
material involved for the King estate, we are proposing that 
we merely excise the classified information from copies maintained 
of the documents given to the SSC, rather than following full 
"classification review" procedures involving original documents.

Blackhurst discussed the privacy issue problem and the matter 
of "derogatory" material with other Departmental officials and, on their advice, 
he telephoned Levison. Blackhurst told Levison that, normally, there would 
be excised from the documents information which is of a personal nature or 
derogatory, and that this would include information as to the personal life 
of an individual and also concerning their political associations. It would 
include information concerning a person belonging to a "far left" or "far 
right" type organization and Blackhurst used as an example the Ku Klux Klan. 
Blackhurst told Levison that some of the documents involved had information 
concerning him, as well as concerning Mr. and Mrs. Harry Wachtel, and that 
if information of a derogatory nature concerning these three individuals is 
to be left in the documents, it would first be necessary for Levison/Wachtel 
to furnish the Department a letter to that effect. Levison took the matter under 
advisement and then called Blackhurst back and told him that the Department 
would receive a letter consenting to have the derogatory information concerning 
Levison and the Wachtels left in the documents.

At the 7/20/76 Meting Shaheen indicated that the 
reason the King estate was asking for materials from FBI files 
was that the interested parties desire to develop ^history or 
chronology of the civil rights movement and since King was under 
such intensive investigation by the FBI, it is believed by them 
that material In our files will serve to fill out the historical 
record. Shaheen was asked if the Department had anything in 
writing from the King estate relating to this request ana he sta 
it did not. When it was indicated that the Bureau might expect 
there would eventuall y be some thing in writing, Shaheen nodded 
assent. However, Wien raised this matter with Blackhurs 

on 7/27/76, BlackhurstnCnaicated that the Department does not 
have anything in writing from the King estate and the Department 
would ”just as soon not" have a written request. The Department 
reasoning is that it wants to leave the matter informal in order 
to avoid~a law suit and that it wou^d not be in the Department^ 
interest to have the King estate formalize its request. 


When asked the basis for the urgency of this matter,

Names of Individuals other than King will not be 
excised but any derogatory information about them will be 
excised. If the mere presence of the name in the context 
of the document ae a whole could be considered derogatory 
to that Individual, the name will excised. 


Identities of Confidential Informants, etc. 

Names as well as information which could lead to 
the determination of names of the following types of 
individuals will be excised! 

Confidential Informants, confidential sources, and 
persons with whom the FBI had an implied or expressed under¬ 
standing of confidentiality. Included for excision would be 
permanent informant and source symbol numbers. Information 
which will also be excised is that identifying, or which could 
identify, third agencies. Including foreign intelligence 
agencies as well as all law enforcement agencies. * 


Third Agency Information 

Information originating with third agencies will 
be excised. 


Peripheral Matters - 

It is recognized that the SSC, in its study of the 
FBI v s Investigation of King, was furnished by the FBI numerous 
materials of a peripheral nature.

"Notes on yellow" not to be excised. Handwritten 
conxnents by officials, such as Hr* Hoover, not to be excised* 
Administrative data containing substantive information, not 
to be excised. Other administrative Barkings which may be 
excised include such as Director's routing block, file numbers, 
Records Management Division markings, autographic Initials of 
approving officials, and copy designations. 


Ongoing Investigations 

Information which could compromise an ongoing 
investigation will be excised. 


Electronic Surveillances 


Where it is clear from any document being furnished 
that information therein derives from an electronic surveillance; 
such information will be excised. In following this procedure, 
it will be necessary for the Department, in furnishing material 
to the Ring estate, to voice an appropriate disclaimer} that is, 
a statement that, despite our reasonable and good faith efforts, 
some of the information being furnished may have originated 
with electronic surveillances. Communication* relating to 
electronic surveillances which are administrative in nature, 
as contrasted with those containing the product of such 
surveillances, will be furnished. The administrative-type 
communications would Include such items as requests for ' 
authority for m electronic surveillance, instructions to 
Install, end the like. 


Classification 

As only nonclassified information may be furnished to 
the King estate, classified documents will require review for 
the purpose of excising those portions on which the class if icatlo 
was based so that the remaining portions of the documents may be 
furnished the Ring estate. 
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Delivery of Material 


Two exact duplicates of each document will be 
furnished to the Department which will supply the Ring estate 
one set and retain the other set for Department files. Delivery 
of material to the Department for forwarding to the Ring estate 
will be on a partial proffer basis. Recognizing that completion 
of the entire project will take some time, we are planning on 
several partial deliveries. The communication from the 
Department to the Ring estate covering documents being furnished 
will spell out the types of information excised and it will not 
be necessary for each excision on each document to carry the 
precise reason although such was done for the SSC. Consequently, 
such reasons for excisions appearing on the documents from 
which we will be working may now be excised on those copies 
to be furnished to the Ring estate on the basis that such 
information is not a part of the original document, but rather 
an administrative message from the FBI to the SSC.

Because there are at least two civil suits pending 
concerning the electronic surveillance of Dr. King, the 
Civil Division has recommended that no materials that embody, 
characterize or describe the contents of electronic overhearings 
of Dr. King should be turned over to the King estate. I have W/ 
accepted this recommendation. * _ 


Michael Shaheen will coordinate the turning over of 
documents to the King estate.
